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milliked as things of no validity, vat reafoned. with ſell 
thus. Aquila non it muſcas. Leoni Cattuhnun, And in ficad 
of following the chaſes the fearful Bart, he vefired mantul⸗ 
ip to incountcr the Lions whelpe, and in purſute of the little 
#- Partridge, the Cgles bird. So that in his tender age he pꝛe⸗ 
ſaged his future valcz ant noble coꝛage. A great admitation 
to his countrepmen, a tertoꝛ to his faint ſriendes, and a moſt 
ſwært tomtoꝛt to his pꝛince i parents. ut as the fire being 
once kindled cannot long be conceiled: 02 as the Scahauing 
found a currant, may not be ſtopped: ſo this Jcuincei Rains 
bald, whaſc kingly thoughtes has Rindcled a ſurnace otcen-⸗ 
ceits within his royall bꝛeatt, weary of home⸗bꝛed ſpoztes, 
ſought many meanes to lengthen foꝛth the time of his liberty, 
being tytd (as he thought within to ſhoꝛt a tether, vrt loath 
to manifeſt what he pꝛeme ditated.
